Contrary to the false impression created 
by Mr. Latham’s muckraking article, I have 
never “reclined on a couch” in my inner of- 
fice while “architects sat in an outer office.” 
Nor have I “talked through a closed door” to 
Mr. Karel Yasko or any other official of the 
General Services Administration. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Yasko is completely un- 
known to me, and there is no record that he 
or any other architect employed by thje GSA 
has submitted a request at any time to see 
me regarding the new FBI building. 

Mr. Latham’s assertion that I have caused 
“problems” for the GSA— particularly by in- 
dicating that I wanted our new building to 
be in the shape of a box— is equally untrue. 
At no time have I suggested to the GSA or 
anyone else that the FBI building should be 
shaped like a box.
